Each  year  the  senior  class  dedicates  the  yearbook  to  a  very  special  faculty  member,  or  to  an  important  issue  that  im- 
pacted them  during  that  year.  This  year  there  are  three  recipients  to  whom  the  yearbook  will  be  dedicated. 

The  first  recipient  is  someone  that  has  been  part  of  the  Salem  State  College  community  for  over  thirty  years.  Patri- 
cia Gozemba  is  a  professor  in  the  English  Department.  She  was  a  co-founder  of  the  Florence  Luscomb  Women's  Cen- 
ter and  the  Women's  Studies  Programs  at  Salem  State  College. 

Professor  Gozemba  was  the  first  coordinator  of  the  Interdisciplinary  Studies  Center  before  it  was  a  department.  She 
was  a  key  person  in  developing  the  Language  Intensive  Program,  a  one  year  program  for  non-native  speakers  of  En- 
glish. She  also  wrote  a  grant  proposal  for  the  ASC  Program,  Avenues  to  Successful  Communication.  For  all  her  dedi- 
cation, she  was  awarded  the  G.  Theodore  Mitau  Award  for  innovation  in  Higher  Education,  the  Distinguished  Ser- 
vice Award  for  Faculty  at  Salem  State  College  and  Who's  Who  of  American  Women,  among  other  awards. 

Professor  Gozemba  was  the  Vice  President,  and  then  the  President  of  the  MSCA  Salem  Chapter  for  four  years,  and 
she  helped  found  the  North  Shore  Gay  and  Lesbian  Alliance.  She  is  part  of  the  steering  committee  for  the  National 
Women's  Studies  Association  and  the  New  England  Women's  Studies  Association.  She  is  an  activist  for  human  rights 
and  civil  rights  and  has  worked  in  many  political  campaigns.  There  are  so  many  other  accomplishments  and  commit- 
tees that  we  could  mention,  but  what  is  most  important  for  this  individual  is  that  she  gives  one  hundred  percent  of 
herself  to  her  students  and  passes  on  not  only  her  knowledge  but  her  enthusiasm. 

Gwendolyn  Rosemond 

The  second  individual  whom  the  senior  class  chose  to  dedicate  the  1996-1997  yearbook  to  is  Dean  Gwendolyn 
Rosemond,  an  individual  who  is  deeply  respected  and  admired  by  students  at  Salem  State  College.  She  came  to  Salem 
State  in  the  late  seventies  from  Ohio  University  to  work  with  Dean  Gerald  in  the  Learning  Center.  She  performed 
such  an  extraordinary  job  that  when  Bill  Maheny  became  Vice  President  of  Academic  Affairs,  she  was  appointed  to 
be  the  Associate  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs.  A  year  ago  she  was  promoted  again  to  another  challenging  position  work- 
ing in  the  Academic  Advising  Center. 

She  is  also  the  chair  of  the  Association  of  Black  Faculty  Administration  and  Staff.  Students  from  all  walks  of  life 
flock  to  take  the  course  she  teaches  in  African-American  Anthology  for  which  she  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  best  profes- 
sors. She  is  a  strong  supporter  of  the  Women's  Center,  the  African-American  Student  Association,  to  which  she  is  a 
co-advisor,  and  many  other  groups  and  clubs.  She  was  the  Vice  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  HAWC  and  was 
inducted  as  one  of  the  First  Trustees  of  the  organization.  She  is  very  dedicated  to  her  work,  as  can  be  seen  by  her 
many  accomplishments,  but  most  noticeable  is  her  dedication  to  students.  She  has  been  an  "unofficial"  advisor  for 
hundreds  and  is  considered  a  second  mother  for  many  students  of  color  on  campus.

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'96-97  Viking  athletics  returns  to  top  of  the  MASCAC 
Smith  Cup  returns  to  Salem  State

A  return  to  the  dynasty  years? 

That's  the  question  being  asked  among  the  seven  other  Massachusetts  State  Col- 
leges after  the  Salem  State  intercollegiate  athletic  program  put  on  a  dominate  dis- 
play in  capturing  the  1996-97  Howard  C.  Smith  Cup  -  symbolic  of  athletic  suprem-p 
acy  within  the  MASCAC  -  after  Viking  winter  sports  teams  recorded  1 5  of  a  possible 
1 8  points. 

SSC  secured  the  colleges'  18th  ever  Smith  Cup  title  prior  to  the  start  of  the  spring 
season  by  winning  the  ice  hockey  and  men's  basketball  crowns  and  sharing  the  top 
spot  in  women's  basketball.  It  marked  just  the  second  time  in  the  26-year  history  oft 
the  MASCAC  an  institution  wrapped  up  the  Smith  Cup  prior  to  the  start  of  spring 
competition.  The  1984-85  year  was  only  other  time  the  Smith  Cup  was  decided 
early  on.  By  whom  you  may  ask?  If  you  answered  Salem  State,  you  get  a  gold  star. 

"Capturing  the  Smith  Cup  is  a  tribute  to  this  year's  student/athletes  and  coaching j 
staffs."  said  17th  year  athletic  director  John  Galaris.  "It  was  a  real  team  effort.  It 
speaks  quality  about  the  entire  athletic  program  here  at  the  college.  We  want  every- 
one connected  to  the  program  to  take  pride  in  this  truely  remarkable  achievement." 

Entering  the  1997  spring  schedule,  Salem  State  had  compiled  39  of  a  possible  48 
points  to  second  place  Bridgewater's  20.67.  The  18.33  point  lead  for  Salem  clinched 
the  Cup  due  to  the  fact  the  most  points  Bridgewater  could  pick  up  by  winning  the! 
four  spring  championships  (baseball,  softball  and  men's  and  women's  track)  would 
be  18. 

Salem  and  Bridgerwater,  for  the  first  time  ever,  tied  for  the  top  spot  in  last  year's) 
Smith  Cup  race.  This  year,  SSC  jumped  out  of  the  gate  quickly  in  the  fall  capturing 
the  men's  and  women's  soccer  titles,  and  finishing  as  tri-champions  in  field  hockey. 
Volleyball  placed  league  runner-up  while  the  men's  and  women's  cross  country! 
teams  registered  third  place  showings  at  their  respective  championship  meets. 

Smith  Cup  points  are  awarded  to  the  MASCAC  institutions  who  finish  first  (6 
points),  second  (4  pts.)  and  third  (2  pts.).  respectively,  in  10  of  the  14  leaague  cham- 
pionships conducted.  The  men's  and  womens  cross  country  and  track  titles  are  one- 
da},  events  which  are  awarded  three,  two  and  one  point  for  the  top  three  finishers. 

Similar  to  the  great  dynasties  of  the  past  which  were  forged  at  the  collegiate  and 
professional  levels  (ie.,  New  York  Yankees  baseball,  UCLA  basketball.  Green  Bay 
Packers  football,  and  Montreal  (  anadiens  hocke\  to  name  a  few).  Salem  State  ath- 
letics proved  itself  worthy  of  such  recognition  by  rattling  off  seven  consecutive 
Smith  (  up  \  ictories  0\  er  two  different  time  periods  ( 1  978-1  985  and  1  987-1  994). 

"I  don'l  think  a  lot  of  people  understand  what  it  takes  to  win  the  Smith  Cup." 
concluded  Galaris.  who  has  directed  the  athletic  program  since  1981  and  seen  SSC 
capture  14  Smith  Cups  during  that  period.  "We  certainly  do  not  take  it  for  granted. 
It's  a  tradition  that  is  taken  seriously,  yet  not  talked  about  a  great  deal.  The  coaches 
do  a  nice  job  of  making  the  student  athletes  aware  of  its  significance."

Baseball  -  This  sophomore  is  a  two-year  starter  who  has  played  five  different  positions  thus  far  in  his  collegiate  career.  They  are  catcher,  third  base,  left  and  right 
fielder  and  pitcher.  He  batted  .346  this  year  with  a  team-high  32  runs  batted  in  and  a  MASCAC  leading  1 1  home  runs.  He  has  led  the  Vikings  in  home  runs  the  past  two 
years  and  has  smashed  1 8  over  his  first  two  seasons  This  year's  baseball  MV  P  is  Gene  Burnham  from  Amesbury. 

Women's  Cross  Country  -  The  team  captain  and  two-time  MVP.  this  young  lady,  just  a  sophomore,  placed  ninth  at  the  MASCAC  championships  last  fall.  She  also 
placed  third  at  the  Gordon  College  Invitational.  More  importantly,  she  established  a  personal  best  by  averaging  21  minutes  for  6.38  miles.  This  year's  women's  cross 
country  MVP  is  Melissa  Gauthier  from  Georgetown. 

Men's  Cross  Country  -  This  freshman  performer  proved  to  be  the  fastest  runner  on  the  team  and  earned  All-MASCAC  honores  by  placing  third  at  the  league  champi- 
onship meet.  He  served  two  year  in  the  U.S.  Army  prior  to  arriving  at  Salem  State.  His  coach  credits  the  success  this  runner  has  had  at  the  collegiate  level  to  the  disci- 
pline and  toughness  he  acquired  in  the  service  This  year  men's  cross  country  MVP  is  Russell  Pateneude  from  Mattapoissett. 

Field  Hockey  -  This  freshman  performer  played  like  a  veteran  while  notching  a  pair  of  goals  from  her  starting  center  link  position.  A  first  team  All-MASCAC  selec- 
tion, she  tallied  an  assist  and  scored  the  gamewinning  goal  against  arch-rival  Bndgewater  State.  She  was  also  a  starter  in  centerfield  and  one  of  the  MASCAC's  top  hit- 
ters while  playing  for  the  Lady  Vikings  Softball  team  This  year's  field  hockey  MVP  is  Leanne  Harris  from  Wilmington. 

Golf  -  This  four-year  player  will  compete  at  the  NCAA  National  Championships  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year  when  the  Viking  linksters  travel  to  Ohio  next  week.  A 
two-time  All-New  England  performer,  he  produced  a  stroke  average  of  77  this  spring  while  helping  the  SSC  golf  program  secure  a  29th  straight  NCAA  postseason  tour- 
nament bid.

Women's  Soccer  -  This  player  returned  to  the  field  after  a  one  year  abscence  to  play  a  major  role  in  SSC's  championship  season.  From  her  center  midfield  position,  she 
controlled  the  ball  and  set  the  attack.  A  two-time  All-MASCAC  selection,  she  scored  a  pair  of  goals  and  registered  three  assists  One  of  this  year's  women's  soccer  co- 
MVPs  is  Raquel  Claudio  from  Woburn. 

This  player  has  been  an  unsung  performer  until  now.  She  is  an  All-MASCAC  first  team  member  who  produced  solid  performances  every  time  she  stepped  on  the  field. 
Also  a  member  of  the  sw  imming  and  track  programs,  she  brings  to  the  field  an  intensity  and  desire  to  succeed  which  are  unmatched  One  of  this  year's  women's  soccer 
co-MVPs  is  Donna  DaSilva  from  Andover. 

Men's  Soccer  -  This  player  made  a  triumphant  return  to  Salem  State  after  being  away  for  a  couple  years.  As  a  center  midfielder  he  controlled  the  Viking  attack  and 
scored  an  unheard  of  12  goals.  He  was  selected  MASCAC  Plaver  of  the  Year  and  chosen  All-New  England  One  of  this  year's  men's  soccer  co-MVPs  is  Soren  Balea  from 
Hartford.  CT. 

This  player  made  an  immediate  impact  during  his  rookie  year  at  the  collegiate  level.  An  outstanding  defensive  performer,  he  earned  All-New  England  and  All-MAS- 
CAC honors  after  displaying  steady,  consistent  play  from  his  sweeper  back  position  One  of  this  year's  men's  soccer  co-MVPs  is  Osvaldo  Dos  Reis  from  Dorchester. 

Sailing  -  This  young  man  filled  an  important  role  on  the  waters  while  representing  the  Viking  sailing  program  as  a  team  captain.  A  three-year  performer,  he  showed 
great  patience  in  teaching  his  team  members  about  the  boats  they  sailed.

W  omen's  Track  &  Field  -  This  first  year  performer  burst  on  to  the  collegiate  track  and  field  scene  by  competing  in  six  events  for  the  Lady  Vikings.  She  qualified  for  the 
New  England  and  EC  AC  Championships  and  was  one  of  the  top  competitors  for  the  MASCAC  long  jump  title  This  year's  women's  track  and  field  MVP  is  Morgan  Sty- 
gles  from  W  est  Ossipee,  NH. 

Men's  Track  &  Field  -  Last  fall,  this  perfromer  was  suppose  to  be  the  number  one  runner  on  the  cross  country  team,  but  he  ran  poorly  and  did  not  even  finish  the 
team's  first  meet.  He  could  not  continue  running  due  to  coughing  and  weakness.  It  was  not  until  Christmas  did  he  finally  learn  he  had  whooping  cough.  Gradually  he  re- 
covered through  the  winter  and  began  the  spring  season  by  winning  the  5.000  meter  event  at  the  Rhode  Island  College  relays.  He  then  went  on  to  capture  the  5.000 
meters  at  this  spring's  MASCAC  Championships  This  year's  men  track  and  field  MVP  is  Dennis  Floyd  from  Lynn. 

Women's  Swimming  -  This  young  lady  made  an  immediate  splash  on  the  collegiate  scene  as  a  first-year  performer  by  establishing  four  new  Salem  State  individual 
swimming  records  as  well  as  swimming  anchor  as  the  lady  sw  immers  set  three  new  relay  team  school  records.  She  was  a  major  contributor  in  helping  the  SSC  women 
produce  the  program's  best  ever  dual  meet  record.  Individually,  she  qualified  for  three  events  at  the  New  England's  where  she  helped  lead  the  SSC  women  to  their  high- 
est finish  ever.  This  year's  women's  swimming  MVP  is  Lauren  Reppucci  from  Lynn. 

Men's  Swimming  -  This  young  man,  with  still  a  year  left  to  perform,  is  being  considered  by  many  as  the  fastest  Salem  State  male  swimmer  to  ever  compete  at  the  colle- 
giate level.  He  proved  this  lofty  recognition  by  recording  the  highest  ever  placement  of  any  SSC  male  or  female  swimmer  at  the  New  England  Championships.  His  fifth 
place  finish  in  the  50  meter  Butterfly  event  at  the  New  Englands  was  a  proud  moment  for  both  the  SSC  program  and  himself.  The  owner  of  five  SSC  indiv  idual  records, 
i  he  is  also  a  member  of  four  SSC  relay  team  records.

Volleyball  -  This  junior  team  co-captain  was  a  leader  on  and  off  the  court  while  being  a  consistent  performer  at  her  setter  position.  She  is  a  three-year  player  who  leads

Lacrosse  -  This  Division  One  transfer  played  a  major  role  in  the  inaugural  season  of  men's  varsity  lacrosse  at  Salem  State.  He  was  a  solid  defensive  stalwart  at  his 
'long-stick  position,  delivering  many  punishing  hits  and  coming  up  with  numerous  defensive  clears.  After  making  a  strong  recovery  from  injuries  suffered  in  a  serious 
.off-season  car  accident,  he  went  on  to  tough  play,  displaying  a  never-say-die  attitude  and  strong  inspiration  for  his  teammates  to  follow.  This  year's  lacrosse  MVP  is 
Joshua  Rachman  from  Peabody.
